Why then unemployment and 
shortage of credit? It is true 
that in times of inflation, inter- 
est rates are high because the 
lender does not find it worth his 
while to lock up in a loan monies 
whose value decreases month by 
month. By contrast, in times of 
rising prices, people spend and 
do not save. One tendency thus 
works to cancel the other. The 
result is that Israel ie left with 
deflationary symptoms in an in- 
flationary economy. Though the 
national income is large and its 
nominal value steadily expand- 
ing, sales cannot keep up. The 
reason can only lie with the 
producers themselves. 

When demand contracts after 
an inflationary period, farmers 
and manufacturers have to cut 
their costs (including their 
profits} not merely in order to 
maintain sales at the same level 
but to expand them further “so! 
that their turnover can be main- 
tained. This phenomenon has oc- 
curred in Israel in a few trades,
